The vessels sunk were listed in

trol vessel. Of the successful at- 
tack on the destroyer, it was said 
only that the vessel was damaged 
and believed to have been sunk. 

These latest opérations reported 
by American undersea raiders, 
slashing away at Tokyo’s supply 
lines, increased to 141 the number 
of enemy vessels sunk or d 
by submarines in the Pacific since 
Pearl Harbor—983 sunk, 21 prob- 
ably sunk and 27 damaged.

communique.” 

Guadalcanal Raids Repelled. 

Earlier the Navy announced de- 
struction of 17 Japanese bombers 

and fighters that tried to attack 
American positions on Guadalcanal 
in the Solomons Islands. Seven 
United States fighters were lost. 

In addition to the planes defi- 
nitely destroyed when the Ameri- 
can fighter planes intercepted two 
enemy dive-bomber formations 
over Guadalcanal on Wednesday 
(Guadalcanal time), five Japanese 
bombers and fighters were report- 
ed as probably destroyed. 

Those definitely shot down in- 
creased the total of Japanese 
planes listed in Navy communiques 
as having been shot down or oth- 
erwise destroyed to 566 in the Solo- 
mons campaign. 

30 Jap Planes in One Attack. 

A Navy communique said the 
first attack on Wednesday was 
made by 10 enemy dive bombers 
and 12 fighters. United States in- 
terceptors—Grumman Wildcats — 
shot down six bombers and five 
fighters. 

The day's second attack, also by 
dive-bomber formation, was made 
by 25 bombers and five fighters. 
This time the Wildcats downed 
six bombers. 

Three additional enemy bombers 
and two fighters were reported 
“as probably destroyed during the 
encounters,” the Navy said. 

No detail of the loss of seven 
United States fighters was given.

Price Administrator in St. Louis to Address 
Sales’ Conference Defends Ration- 
ing Program. 


The United States needs more 
troops in Africa far more urgent- 
ly than it needs more coffee or su- 
gar at home, Price Administrator 
Leon Henderson declared today in 
a vigorous defense of commodity 
rationing, i 


He flew here from Washington 
to address the sixteenth annual 
Sales. Executives Conference spon- 
sored by the Chamber of Com- 
merce Sales Managers Bureau. 


The Officé of Price Administra- 
tion was not responsible for the 
wild coffee-buying rush which ex- 
hausted supplies in St. Louis and 
other cities following the an- 
nouncement of rationing plans, 
Henderson contended. 


“The coffee industry itself and 
not the OPA was to blame,” he 
insisted. “The leak already had 
taken place, and the wildest sorts 
of rumors were going around, some 
to the effect that individual con- 
sumption would be limited to a 
pound and one-half every three 
months. 


“Two cities notified us _ that, 
unless we could take the uncer- 
tainty out of the picture, they'd 
have to institute local rationing 
themselves, In announcing ration- 
ing plans, I claim I acted in self- 
defense and in defense of the 
realm. Of course, we'd prefer a 
sort of Schliefen Plan to afford 
complete surprise on every move 
we make, but you just can’t do it 
when you have to talk with an in- 
dustry in order.to formulate ra- 
tioning plans.” 

Asked if the coffee ration of one 
cup a day might be raised should 
more shipping become available, 
Henderson shrugged and retorted, 
“If more ships turn up, I wouldn’t 
be surprised if we put more men 
into Africa.” 

As for rubber ‘rationing, the 
rice administrator declared that 
he United States will get by under 
the present plan of allotting motor- 
ists 5000 miles of driving a year 
only if fine calculations prove cor- 
rect. “There’s no real margin of 
safety you can rely on in the pres- 
ent setup,” he said. 

Henderson asserted that he found 
the Middle West no different from 
any other section of the country 
in willingness to co-operate with 
the OPA and general spirit of 


sacrifice. “At one time we thought 
our difficulties might develop in 
ratio to distance from Washing- 
ton,” he said, “but in some cases 
we actually have found more en- 
thusiastic rationing co-operation in 
the Far West than right around 
Washington.”

Further hearing of a $440,000 dam- 
age suit by Albert C. Laun of St.

Legal Test of Aldermen’s 
Right to Cut His Salary

JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 12.—A 
writ of mandamus sought by Per- 
sonnel Director R. Elliott Scearce|

The court en banc ordered denial 
of the application under its rule 
32, without issuing an opinion. This 
rule provides the Supreme Court 
will issue no. original remedial 
writ, except habeas corpus, “in any 
case wherein adequate relief can 
be afforded by an appeal or writ of 
error, or by application for such 
writ to a court having in that be- 
half concurrent jurisdiction.” 

The ruling does. not close the 
door to-a test of the legal power 
of the Civil Service Commission, 
created by city charter -amend- 
ment; to fix the compensation, in- 
stead of city officials: However, 
the test case apparently will have 
to be instituted in the St. Louis 
Circuit Court or St. Louis Court 
6f. Appeals. ; 

Scearce contended’in the appli- 
cation for a writ that the Board 
of Aldermen of St. Louis had no 
legal authority to change rates of 
compensation set ‘by the Civil 
Service Commission. 

It also was contended that the

As the day and hour for landing 
on the beach just east of Algiers 
grew nearer the atmosphere 
bristled with evidence of the men’s 
desire to get into action for which 
they had been training intensively 
for almost two years. 

Preparing for Landing. 

In every cabin and in every cor- 
ner of the large troop quarters, 
men were cleaning their smali 
arms and loading clips and drums 
with ammunition. Deeper in the 
holds soldiers in greasy fatigues 
were giving last-minute adjust- 
ments to their light tanks, heavy 
guns and numerous vehicles they 
planned to take into battle “com- 
bat loaded” so that men and equip- 
ment could be landed on a hostile 
shore in the shortest time, under 
fire if necessary. , 

In the words of the commodore 
who was in command, this convoy 
was “quite without incident.” 

The convoy, which was only part 
of the force bearing down on Afri- 
ca, consisted of transports and 
cargo ships and other auxiliary 
vessels. 

The first alarm came in the 
early afternoon on the first day 
in the Mediterranean. 

The piercing signal which rang 
through the ship on the speaker 
system sent gunners to their posts 
as it had done at least once daily 
in practice alerts. Then the voice 
on the speaker said: “This is no 
practice. Enemy planes sighted.” 

The soldiers were ordered from 
open decks and gunners waited 
grimly, but the planes remained 
only specks in the distance, 

Mean Learn Mission. 

The troops were well on the way 
on the last leg of their journey 
before they learned their mission. 
Battalion and executive officers 
were assembled in the wardroom, 
of one of the battle units and 
informed by the commander of one 
of the attacking forces. 

With maps and photographs he 
explained the general headquarters 
order. He sketched the whole pic- 
ture in general terms and then in 
great detail pictured the task of 
his “battle team.”

I am proud of all of you and I 
know that we are going to be suc- 
cessful in this supreme adventure.

Destination Secret. 


Correspondents joined the con- 
voy where it was reorganized for 
the journey into battle. They were 
not even told what their port of 
embarkation would be. They knew 
only that they were going on an 
offensive operation with the United 
States forces. The rest was a 
mystery. 

Only on arrival at the port town 
did I learn I was assigned to a 
transport carrying a battalion 
which was destined to be a spear- 
head of the landing on the Alge- 
rian coast, 

As a result of whispered “grape- 
vine” warnings in London I had 
equipped myself with the heaviest 
wool clothing. It did not take me 
long aboard ship, however, before 
I realized our mission was in the 
South, not the North. I had to 
borrow cotton underwear from a 
considerate Major because I had 
brought only the heaviest the Lon- 
don Quartermaster could provide. 


I lived on the ship as part of an 
army unit, attending conferences 
to detail plans of action, sharing 
the hopes and apprehensions of 
the junior officers and men. and 
watching as all—commander to 
private—keyed themselves for the 
dangerous landing and ticklish job. 

Assigned to Boat. 

I had been assigned a place in 
the fourth wave of boats which 
would put. me on the Algerian 
beach at approximately 3:30 a. m. 
—in time to see the action. 

As I was sitting on my steel 
helmet with my typewriter on a 
chair in a cabin disordered by 
hasty packing of clothes and wea- 
pons writing this story, the voice 
of the Colonel came over the loud- 
speaker ift a final talk to his com- 
mand. 

“In just a few hours we are go- 
ing over the side of the ship and it 
is a record run,” he said, 

He warned the men to respect 
native customs, be friendly to peo- 
ple and “not to shoot unless the

“Go out and do your job like sol- 
diers and God bless you.”

NAVY LISTS 727 CASUALTIES, 


TOTAL FOR WAR NOW 16,526 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 12 (AP).—|: 


The Navy announced today that 


727 Marine, Coast Guard and Navy 


casualties were reported to next of 
kin from Oct. 16 to 31. 

Of these, 172 were listed as dead, 
315 wounded and 240 missing. 

The Navy’s casualty list, No. 16, 
brought to a total of 16,526 the 
number of Navy, Marine and Coast 
Guard casualties reported since 
Dec. 7, 1941. 

The total includes 3854 dead, 
1190 wounded and 7971 missing. 
Totals for the Marine Corps were 
734 dead, 708 wounded and 1900 
missing; for the Coast Guard, 37 
dead, 11 wounded and 126 missing.

It was not clear what, if any, 
orders had been given to the fleet 
from the faltering Vichy govern- 
ment, nor could anyone say defi- 
nitely if word had been quietly 
passed to the seamen from Darlan, 
their longtime chief, that they 
should flee and join the United 
Nations. 

If the fleet sailed against Ger- 
man wishes it did so without air 
protection and thus would be ex- 
posed to the Nazi dive-bombers and 
torpedo planes until it could join 
Allied forces.

Richard J. Beamish of Harris- 
burgh, Pa., chairman of the Rates 
Comffittee of the National Asso- 
eiation of Railroad and Public 
Utilities Commissioners, addressing 
the association at Hotel Coronado 


today, said that millions of dollars 


had been taken from the public by 
“shady depreciation devices” of 
utility concerns. 

“We have failed to solve the 
depreciation of public utility prop- 
erties,” Beamish said to the com- 
missioners. ‘‘The observation 
method has been stressed. That 
method places a premium on per- 
jury. There are experts who will 
give you any answer you pay for. 

“The observation method has 
been approved by some Judges, 
including some Judges of the 
United States Supreme Court. It 
is time to stop chicanery and non- 
gense in figuring depreciation of 
public utility properties, and get 
down to an actuarial, honest se- 
ries of yardsticks that can be ap- 
plied. 

“Weare concerned with the 
rights of consumers,” he said. “We 
know many millions of dollars of 


“the ‘consumers’ money has been 


taken by shady depreciation de- 
vices. We know depreciation 
methods all over the country 
which are false.” The speaker 
then told of the use of “undated” 
wooden poles by utility companies 
in Eastern cities, and the falling 
of some of these poles, in one case 
with a fatal result. 

Living Standards to Be Lowered. 

Leon Henderson, Federal Price 
Administrator, speaking before the 
convention, predicted “a 20 per 
cent reduction in living’ for a 
large part of the American public, 
within the next few months.

JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 12— 
Circuit Judges of St. Louis County 
have jurisdiction to hear pending 
suits by the liquidator of the Cen- 
tral Sewer District of St. Louis 
County, to collect delinquent or- 
ganization taxes levied by the dis- 
trict, the Missouri Supreme Court, 
en banc, ruled today. .

‘Just Starting, With 


to Victory, He Says. 


McKEESPORT,. Pa., Nov. 12 
(AP).—Secretary of the Navy 
Knox, asserting that a second 
front was now “wide open,” said 
last night that America’s part in 
this war had just begun and that 
there was “a long, hard road 
stretching beyond this Armistice 
day to that other day when we 
will celebrate, God willing, not an 
armistice, but. a victory. 

Speaking at an American Legion 
Armistice.day observance here, he 
called for vastly increased produc- 
tion of ‘war waterials to feed the 
armies now fighting all over the 
world and said he had been told 
by both production officials and 
workers that the increase. could 
amount to 20 to 25 per cent with- 
out increasing hours of labor or re- 
ducing profits, 

“A 25 per cent increase in pro- 
duction would be equal to adding 
an army of millions of additional 
trained workers,” Knox declared. 
“Such an addition would be a tell- 
ing blow to our enemies, bringing. 
nearer the day when ‘this, too, 
shall pass away,’ and we can ad- 
dress ourselves to the problems of 
peace.” 

Says France Will Rise. 

Of the campaign in North Af- 
rica, he said: 

“A second front is open—wide 
open. This week we hav launched 
a historic undertaking. The stakes 
in Africa are of incalculable mag- 
nitude to us and to ali the United 
Nations—and to France, that great 
and ancient empire; the benign 
friend of our infancy as a nation 
and our heroic companion in arms 
in the first World War. 

“Stricken France will struggle to 
her feet again. Great races are 
not so easily enslaved, and when 
the Axis oppressors crowd the 
exits of the world, the proud ban- 
ners of the French will be flying 
again in the forefront of the vic- 
toriougs free peoples of the earth.”

The work of the British force 
was described by Maj. Gen. Lloyd 
Fredendall, commander of the Unit- 
ed States forces attacking Oran, 
as “marvelous.” One of the car- 
rier’s planes alone destroyed at 
least four French fighters and two

The report was prepared under 
the direction of Chairman Kilgore 
(Dem.), West Virginia, of a sub- 
committee. 

Undecided On Legislation. 

Declaring the War Manpower 
Commission had failed in its seven 
months of existence to gormulate 
a national program, the commit- 
tee said it was impossible until 
questions of policy had been settler 
to determine whether any legisla- 
tion were needed, 

“The public knows there is a 
man power problem because it is 
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becoming increasingly difficult to 
obtain any kind of help and. be- 
cause industries are slowing. down 
for lack of labor,” the report said, 
adding: 

“There have been scores and 
hundreds of public utterances from 
Washington telling about the man 
power problem, criticising the pub- 
lic for failure to co-operate in a 
non-existent program to solve it, 
and threatening a draft of labor 
or a draft of women, or this or 
that form of compulsion. 

“In the absence of any over-all 
policy and program for mobiliza- 
tion of man power, the subcommit- 
tee on man power has decided that 
it would be a mistake for Congress 
even to consider passage of any 
drastic compulsory legislation.” 

The committee said it was satis- 
fied that when a definite policy 
that “makes sense” was announced, 
“voluntary co-operation will be 
forthcoming in full measure from 
the overwhelming majority of the 
American people.” 

Proposals of Committee. 

The committee, of which Senator 
Truman (Dem.), Missouri, is chair- 
man, made these other major rec- 
ommendations: 

The balancing, under one direc- 
tor, of the man power needs for 
the armed forces, military produc- 
tion and essential civilian enter- 
prise to avoid the “danger of re 
cruiting a huge fighting force and 
then finidng that we “have cut 
down industry man -power so much 
that it cannot produce equipment 
and supplies needed by that fight- 
ing force.” .

S my farewell to Moscow, I

floor of my hotel are part of Rus- 
sia’s war effort as the families in 
any street or apartment building 
in any Soviet city would be. But 
since last May I have come to 
know these third-floor compan- 
ions of mine pretty well and again 
and again I have marveled at their 
pationce with their daily hard 
work, their steady, uncomplaining 
fortitude and their ability to 
smile. 

Last week one of my third-floor 
friends lost her smile., She is a 
blonde, 22-year-old woman named 
Nonna, who was formerly a med- 
ical student and works: as recep- 
tion clerk on our floor. Nonna 
always laughed easily and especial- 
ly on those occasions at the end 
of the day when she was bouncing 
her lusty 20-months-old baby boy 
on her lap. But Nonna’s turn 
came last week—news that her 
husband had been killed at Stalin- 
grad, 

Woaen I heard about it, I wanted 
to do. something and found Nonna 
sitting at the reception desk, pale- 
faced and staring vacantly down 
the corridor. All I could do was 
to shake her hand very tightly. 
She had only heard about it’ an 
hour or two before. From the way 
she adores her baby, I could im- 
agine how happy her short mar- 
ried life must have been. At 
first she could say nothing. Then 
she murmured, “My husband,” and 

again, “My husband.” I. left 
Nonna still staring into the.empti- 
ness of her shattered world. She 
stayed at her job all that day. 
37 Years on the Job. 

For these six months the chief 


of my three chambermaids has 


been Pasha Fedorina. She is a 
frail, gray-haired little woman who

|Hide and Seek With Japs 


In the Wilderness of Luzon 


Fleeing U. S. Officer Without Food, Clothes 
or Weapons Dodges Enemy: Patrols and 
Lays Plans for Break to Australia. 


_ This is the fifth chapter of the story of the escape from 
the Philippines and a 159-day journey to Australia by two 
American Army officers. Yesterday, Capt. Gause told how 
he fled from Corregidor in a small boat when the fortress fell—— 
to the Japs. Today, Capt. Gause proceeds with the tale of 


his adventures.

E sailed on through the night for perhaps an hour, pointing 
toward Cavite Province. Suddenly a brisk gust of wind caught 
our makeshift army blanket sails, capsizing our frail native 
boat and throwing us all in the water. 


Bad luck, it seemed, was 


destined to dog us wherever we went in the Philippines. As if a cap- 
sized boat weren’t enough, we quickly learned that Lieut, Arranzaso 
couldn’t swim. The Philippine scout and I somehow managed to 
right the boat and we put Arranzaso aboard, intending to paddle the 


five miles to Cavite. 


We battled riptides and cross currents all night while a bitter 
wind tore across the bay, almost freezing us. Daylight found us still 
two miles from the beach, with the adverse currents and the water- 
logged boat combining to keep us at a virtual standstill almost the 
entire morning of May 6. About 11 a. m., a Japanese air patrol 


roared overhead. 
prayers went unanswered. 


We prayed they wouldn’t pick us up, but our 
For nearly an hour the entire flight 


zoomed against our tiny craft, strafing us with a rain of 30-caliber 


machine-gun bullets. 


I decided our only hope for 
reaching shore was to desert the 
boat, using the bamboo poles of 
the rigging as a kind of lifebelt 
for Arranzaso. We threw our- 
selves into the water. Forced to 
buck a strong current all day, the 
three of us were getting steadily 
weaker. The Philippine scout and 
myself had been in the water for 
almost 24 hours and I could feel 
a kind of aching numbness creep- 
ing up my legs. Finally, just after 


dusk, I told the scout to strike out” 


for shore, telling him to attempt 
to get a boat and come back for 
Arranzaso and myself. It seemed 
the only hope. I never saw him 
again,

Philippine Commonwealth Anniversary. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

EXT Sunday, Noy. 15, will mark the 

seventh anniversary of the inaugura- 
tion of the Government of the Philippine 
Commonwealth. In this time of world- 
wide war, the date is of special im- 
portance. It signalizes a series of acts 
on the part of the American people, 
demonstrating America’s good faith, jus- 
tice and common sense in dealing with 
the people of the Philippines. 

Congress passed the Philippine Inde- 
pendence Act in 1934. President Roose- 
velt signed it, the Filipino people drew 
up a democratic constitution and on 
Nov. 15, 1935, the Commonwealth Gov- 
ernment was established. It will be fol- 
lowed, on July 4, 1946, by the creation of 
the independent Philippine Republic. 
This time-table of dates is of world- 
wide significance. Long before the At- 
lantic Charter was signed, its principles 
were being put into practice in the Phil- 
ippines. Thus, Philippine Common- 
wealth day will be an occasion to point 
out that the American policy in the Phil- 
ippines is, in essence, a symbol of the war 
and peace aims of the United Nations. 

The Commonwealth day ceremonies 
will culminate in a special world-wide 
radio broadcast, in which President 
Roosevelt, President Quezon and Presi- 
dent Avila Camacho of Mexico will speak.

Southern states—Tennessee, Arkansas, Texas, Mis- 
sissippi, Alabama, Georgia, South Carolina and 
Virginia. It establishes an aristocracy which is anti- 
thetical to democratic equality. 
The Southern protectors of the poll tax are less 
than honest in their attempts to defend it. They 
say, for example, that the poll tax in Alabama is 
only $1.50 a year, and that in Georgia it is but $1. 
They do not add that the maximum payment, under 
the cumulative system, is $36 a year in Alabama 
and that the maximum in Georgia is $47. Nor do 
they say that since the per capita income in Alabama 
is only $243 a year, the maximum tax is the same 
as a tax of $122 would be in New York, that with a 
per capita income of only $292 in Georgia, the 
maximum tax in that State, translated into com- 
parative New York figures, would be $133. 
But this is only one pol] tax evil. There is an- 
other about which its defenders are equally quiet. 
They have nothing to say concerning the practice 
of many Southern politicians of purchasing votes 
by paying the poll tax for voters who cannot pay 
for the franchise themselves. One of the most 
illuminating exhibits at the Senate Judiciary Com- 
mittee hearings on this bill showed how 222 of 403 
poll tax payers in an Arkahsas election for Sheriff 
had. their votes paid for by friends and relatives 
of the successful candidate. And the apologists for 
the poll tax defend it in the name of democracy! 
The Southern bloc which has formed to resist the 
bill in the Senate contends that this is a Southern 
matter, that other sections of the country have no 
right to interfere in it. Is it a Southern matter 
when. South Carolina’s 100,000 voters can elect six 
Representatives and 127,000 voters of Missouri’s 
Thirteenth (North St. Louis) District elect only one 
Representative? Is it a Southern matter when Mis- 
sissippi’s 146,000 voters elect seven Representatives 
and 153,000 voters of Missouri’s Eleventh District 
elect only one Representative? Is it a Southern 
matter when Mississippi’s Congressman Whitting- 
ton, elected by only 3 per cent of the people in his 
district, speaks with as much authority in the 
House as Northern Congressmen who are elected 
by 50 per cent and more of their constituents? 
The poll tax is a national issue. It not only dis- 
franchises millions of American citizens, but it 
also gives the one-party South an influence on na- 
tional affairs greatly out of proportion to the num- 
ber of its people participating in elections. It is 
bad on a whole series of counts, any one of which 
should cause its abolition.. | 

If the bill does not pass the Senate in this session, 
the long hard fight to get it through the House will 
have been wasted. The battle would need to start 
all over again in the next session. Senator Norris 
has taken up a cause for which he is superbly 
equipped. May its adoption be his crowning work!

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PETAIN’S CHOICE. 
' Marshal Petain’s plea to the French forces in North 
Africa to continue their resistance was a futile one, 
for they had capitulated to the Americans even be- 
fore he spoke. But m uttering this last request 
to French fighting men, the 86-year-old Marshal 
had to make a choice, and it is a revealing one. 

He rejected the assurance of President Roosevelt 
that America is a friend of France, that our ultimate 
aim “is the. liberation of France and its empire 
from the Axis yoke,” that this country seeks no ter- 
ritories, ; 

While formally protesting against the Nazi oc- 
cupation of Vichy France, he agreed with Adolf 
Hitler’s view that “the Anglo-Saxon powers are 
guilty of aggression” in North Africa, and that the 
attack must be repelled. 

It had sometimes been charitably said that Petain 
collaborated with the Nazis because he was not a 
free man, and because he hoped to gain concessions 
for his people by this means. Now that Hitler has 
scrapped the Nazi-French armistice and moved to 
occupy the whole of France, however, all Petain’s 
efforts are proved in vain. He cannot hope to undo 
this latest blow by further kowtowing to Berlin. 
“Yet Petain chooses the Nazi line in his statement 
on North Africa. 
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STRANGE ARGUMENTS IN THE SUPREME COURT. 

The chief arguments advanced by Wendell L. 
Willkié and Solicitor General Fahy in the Schnei- 
derman case before the United States Supreme Court 
are mystifying, to say the least. Seeking to prevent 
Schneiderman’s deportation to Russia because of 
Communist party membership, the 1940 Republican 
presidential nominee told the Supreme Justices: 
“You might as well try to prove my beliefs by show- 
ing the beliefs of Ham Fish.” He then went on to 
argue that the individual Communist should not be 
‘held to advocate violence to bring about political 
changes, even though his party might do so. 

The Solicitor General’s case against the Com- 
munist party secretary in California was even 
weaker than the defense. Mr. Fahy argued that 
Schneiderman should be deported because he and 
the Communist party “believe in, advocated and 
taught the overthrow of this Government by force 
and violence” in 1927, the time when Schneiderman 
became a naturalized citizen, The vernment’s 
counsel then made a special point of. saying that 
what the Communists believed now was not at issue. 

It is hard to see how two lawyers of such emi- 
nence could approach this issue in such ‘halting, in- 
direct ways. If the Communists do not now believe 
in violent overthrow—and Mr. Fahy was careful not 
to indict them on this score—what difference does 
it make what they believed 15 years ago? As for 
Mr. Willkie’s point, how can it be said that the 
official views of the Communist party are not also 
the views of one of the responsible officers of the 
party? Ae : 

It is unfortunate that this case has to be argued 
at this time, but now that it is up, let us have a con- 
clusive ruling on freedom of political opinion for 
American Communists, Mr. Willkie and Mr. Fahy 
seem to have been playing give-away, not checkers 
to win. May the Supreme Court take a broader view 
of the necessities than the opposing counsel take.

azines are doing very well financially. 
They are having their physical difficul- 
ties. The shortage of paper has cut down 
their size materially, they are hampered 
by the censorship and, like every other 
business enterprise, they have a dreadful 
time getting together enough of a crew 
to do the work. : 

But they have more advertising than 
they can possibly handle in their restricted 
space, and circulation has tended to go 
up rather than down. Some critics are 
unkind enough to say that the newspapers 
are vastly better written, now that the 
paper shortage compels them to be terse. 
At any rate, they are read with more 
attention than they were in time of peace. 

As for the magazines, their difficulty 
is to supply the demand for copies. To 
a certain extent, this is true also of the 
book trade. The number of new books 
brought out has been reduced, but if a 
new book has any merit at all, the pub- 
lisher’s great worry is not his selling but 
his manufacturing problem. 

All this is evidence that the English 
are doing more reading than they did 
before the war began. Indeed, why, not? 

Most other forms of recreation are cut 
off, or sharply restricted. Theater-going, 
for example, is not only an expensive 
pastime, but a difficult one in the midst 
of a blackout. Racing and outdoor sports 
in general still have their devotees, but 
with slow, inadequate and uncertain trans- 
portation the mere spectator is less and

Now is the time for history. Looking 
at the past takes one’s mind off the woe- 
ful present and the threatening future and 
puts things in a true perspective. At the 
moment, too, it is practically impossible 
to go wrong, for with the whole .world in- 
volved in war, you can pick your history 
at random and yet find that it has some 
bearing on the present, 

Vast numbers of people have lately been 
reading Tolstoy’s “War and Peace,” al- 
though the mere sight of a book so thick 
would have driven them off a couple of 
years ago, not to mention the Russian 
names in it.

A St. Louisan was one of four 


jmaval flyers decorated in Alaska 
‘yesterday for a heroic rescue in| 


the Aleutian combat area. 

Lieut. (j..g.) David F. Orwig 
of University City received the 
‘Army Air Medal for his part in 
rescuing the six-man crew of an 
Army bomber Aug. 13. He was 
second pilot of the rescue plane, 
which flew more than 600 miles 
from its home base and landed in 
rough seas not more than 75 miles 
from the principal Japanese op- 
erating base to effect the rescue. 

Maj. Gen. Simon B. Buckner 
awarded the Distinguished Flying 
Cross to Lieut. George W. Smith, 
pilot in charge of the plane, and 
Army Air Medals to two other 
members of the crew. ‘Weather 
conditions, distance and the known 
presence of enemy aircraft made 
rescue. extremely hazardous,” the 
citation said. 

With disclosure of the rescue 
and announcement. of the awards, 
the St. Louisan’s parents, Mr. and 
Mrs, Preston G. Orwig, 6822 Water- 
man avenue, told the Post-Dis- 
patch they .had visited the flyer 
in Seattle, Wash.,: last month and 
had obtained from him a descrip- 
tion of the. feat.

LONDON, England, Nov. 11.—The

Then hur- 
ried on to visit the hospital in Bel- 
fast and the American Red Cross 
headquarters. I missed seeing a 
number of wards in the hospital, 
which I regretted, because I think 


any change is diverting to people 
who are in bed. Seeing someone 
who has recently come from the 
United States, naturally would 
cause great excitement for any of 
the American boys. 

This particular hospital is un- 
doubtedly efficiently run and meets 
the needs of the forces, though I 
cannot say it seems to be in a par- 
ticularly cheerful spot. I think the 
nurses must do the most in bring- 
ing the sunshine into those wards. 

Receives Gift of Irish Linen, 

The American Red Cross Club is 
a very’nice one. The wonderful 
gymnasium which is also used for 
dancing, must give them a really 
adequate floor. They have several 
game rooms and a very good Can- 
teen. Many a Belfast lady has 
taken an interest here and they 
were assembled in the gallery with 
pieces of Irish linen. I took time 
to express my appreciation of their 
—— I am delighted with this 
gift. 

One of the ladies told me she 
was the sister of the late Charles 
Fayerweather. It is curious in how 
many places one runs across peo- 
ple with whom there is some con- 
nection. 

We reached our plane in ample 
time and had a short flight to Lon- 
donderry.

The moun- 
tain nights were almost freezing 
cold while the tropical sun beat 
down without a break. 

I moved mostly by night, sleep- 
ing in caves by day and always 
steering clear of what appeared to 
be well-used trails. Several times 
I heard and saw Japanese patrols 
prowling through the dense jun- 
gles. Once a group passed within 
inghes of where I lay in hiding. 
Finally, exactly a week after my 
speedy departure from the Cavite 
village, I met a Filipino civilian— 
the first potential friend I had 
found. He hid me in the woods 
near a certain barrio while he 
brought me food and colthing from 
a Japanese store. 


Hide and Seek. 


I rested there for several days, 
trying to recover strength while I 
had the chance. Then, about May 
15, I began my game of ‘hide and 
seek with the Japs, a game which 
lasted until the day we set sail 
from the Philippines, nearly three 
months later. 

I lived from’ village to village, 
hiding by day and moving by 
night. I wags caught in a cross- 
fire when it came to getting help 
from the natives. I needed it des- 
perately a hundred times, but if 
I allowed them to assist me and 
the Japs ever heard rumors of it, I 
feared not only that the one man 
who helped me would suffer but 
that the whole village would be 
punished. My job was to keep 
away from friends and enemies 
both. 

Finally, I made my way to a 
lonely barrio “somewhere in Lu- 
zon,” where I was able to make 
contact with certain sympathizers 
and procure a small sailing boat. I 
had originally planned to remain 
in the barrio for several weeks to 
recuperate, I had a jungle fever 
and was almost worn out physical- 
ly, but on the very night I ar- 
rived word reached me via the 
Filipinos’ “bamboo wireless” that 
a force of 500 Japs were making 
their way southward and would 
be in my barrio that night,

I sailed immediately for a Jonely 
island which I was certain would 
be at least temporary refuge from 
the Japs. I stayed there for al- 
most five weeks, recuperating 
from fever and general wéakness 
until new and encouraging reports 
began reaching me through our un- 
derground message system,

ficer somewhere in Luzon who had 
the same idea I had—to escape to 
Australia. He was in hiding and 
planning an immediate move, He 
asked me to suggest'a rendezvous 
point and make the first prepara- 
tions for the trip. We decided to 
use the island as our meeting 
place and.I set about getting a 
food supply ready and negotiating 
for a boat. 

But our plans were due for an- 
other abrupt change. It had be- 
come increasingly apparent that 
some natives on the island were

Pour boiling water 
over bacon square, scrape: rind 
until white, cut into one-inch 
squares and press into top of 
beans, leaving only rind exposed. 
Mix salt, brown sugar, molasses, 
mustard and Worcestershire sauce. 
Add one cup boiling water and 
pour over beans. Add additional 
water to cover beans, if necessary. 
Cover and bake in a slow oven 
(250-300 degrees F.) for six to 
eight hours, adding additional 
water to keep beans just covered. 
Uncover during last half hour to 
brown pork and beans. One smal!

)|Serve with rice waffles, 


help determine the origin of a mys- 
terious disease in an American 
Army camp, the Southern Medical 
Association was told ae

whih, although not fatal in any 
case, called for an investigation 
by a special civilian commission. 
Declaring that a species of mos- 
quito known as. “Aedes Aegypti”

transmitters of the disease, he said 
two lots of those mosquitoes were 
‘fed on two men during the early 
phrase of their illness and that “an 
attempt will be made to transmit 
this disease by these mosquitoes 


= ito human volunteers.” 


He emphasized that since it is a 
civilian commission that is investi- 


“\gating the origin of the disease, 


Lieut. Col. Daniels said he want- 
ed it made clear that there had 
been no cases of the disease since 
Sepetmber, that there had been no 
complications, and that ‘the inves- 
tigation was being made largely 
from a scientific, viewpoint. 

For want of a better name, he 


said, the disease had been called. 


“pretibial fever” since it. was char- 
acterized by an outbreak of rash 
on the front of the legs. 
Tentative theories of influenza, 
Rocky Mountain spotted fever, ma- 
laria, dengue and the “five-day- 
fever-of-Panama” had to’ be ‘dis- 
missed, said the doctor, . because 
the disease presented symptonis 
foreign to all of those ailments.

Never Out of Money. 


Taking the cold numbers, Alsab 
went to the races 22 times in 277 
days—an average of about once 
every 124% days—won eight starts 
and was out of the money in four. 
Whirly, beginning his campaign 
later, had 20 trips to the post in 
216 days—about once every 104-5 
afternoons—won ten, was second 
in eight and was never out of the 
money. 

In 10 of his last 15 jobs, Whirl- 
away had 130 or more on his back 
and ran anywhere from seven fur- 
longs to 2% miles with it, while 
spotting his rivals up to 30 pounds 
apiece. He gave Alsab seven 
pounds the day he whipped the 
Chicago champ. This was the 
“scaleweight” difference between 
a three and four year old, but 
you can’t overlook the fact that 
the Sab had the edge, because it 
came along in October when a 
three year old has just about 
grown up. 

Twice Whirlaway ‘set track rec- 
ords, once at Suffolk Downs the 
day he broke the Biscuit’s money- 
winning mark by taking the mile 
and an eighth Massachusetts Han- 
dicap in 1:481-5. Twice it took 
track records to beat him, and a 
third time Bolingbroke had to run 
to a new North American mark 
fora mile and a half to turn the 
trick. Bolingbroke, a five-year- 
old, carried 115 and Whirly 132 
that afternoon. The Sab had more 
than 126 pounds on his back only 
once. 

Wins By Four Lengths. 

On top of everything else, it 
might be well for Alsab to settie 
whether he’s even boss of his own 
division—the three-year-olds — be- 
fore he aims at the bigger target 
of “horse of the year.” Shut Out 
has a pretty good ciaim to the 
three-year-old crown, too, having 
whipped the Sab in the Derby and 
Belmont and earned $238,222.50, 
more than any other horse in th 
country this year. 

Whirlaway, in his last appear- 
ance of the Eastern racing season 
this year, showed his heels to three 
second-rate routers. Abandoning 
his usual style, the top money win- 
ner of all time took over the lead 
after less than a mile of the. mile 
and five furling test, and won with 
speed in reserve. At the wire, 
Calumet Form’s son of Blenheim II 
held a four-length advantage over 
John A. Bell Jr.’s Dark Discovery, 
the only filly in the field.

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Brereton, commander of the Unit- 
ed States Army Air Forces in the 
Middle East, for gallantry last 
April in an attack on the Anda- 
man Islands, in the Bay of Bengal. 

The award to Gen. Brereton and 
geveral others were made at U. S. 
A. A. F. headquarters and then 
Gen. Brereton and Gen. Andrews, 
with the latter at the controls, flew 
to several air bases many miles 
from Cairo to honor American .fly- 
ers who paused just long enough to 
battle operations to receive their 
awards. 

Several other decorations were 
conferred at three hospitals in the 
Cairo area, where wounded flyers 
are convalescing. 

Gen. Brereton’s award was an- 
nounced by the War Department 
in Washington Oct. 30. 

The citation told how he com- 
manded a squadron of six B-17s 
which made a 780-mile flight over 
water involving nine hours and 40 
minutes’ flying time. The attack 
was in direct support of the Burma 
campaign and was the first com- 
bat operation of the Tenth Air 
Force. 

Lieut. Lyman Middleditch of 
Highland, N. J., was awarded the 
Distinguished Service Cross for his 
fighting in the Egyptian desert 
battle. His citation said: 

“For extraordinary heroism and 
achievement while participating in 
aerial combat over the western des- 
ert of Egypt Oct. 27. While a mem- 
ber of a formation of fighter air- 
craft acting as top cover for fight- 
er bombers, Lieut. Middleditch 
sighted a formation of énemy fight- 
ers. Without thought for his own 
safety and bearing in mind only 
his duty to defend our own fighter 
bombers, he aggressively engaged 
the enemy and without aid de- 
stroyed three Messerschmitt 109s 
through his superior skill and un- 
erring marksmanship.” 

The awards included 51 Silver 
Stars for gallantry in action, 28 
Purple Hearts for wounds in ac- 
tion, four Distinguished Flying 
Crosses, three soldier’s medals, two 
air medals and one Distinguished 
Service Cross. Those receiving Sil- 
ver Stars included Second Lieut. 
Theodore P. Deffner, St. Louis, 
Mo.; Sergt. John R. Walker, Spring- 
field, Tll., and Seret. Albert F. Os- 
terhous, Bloomington, Il. 

Purple Heart awards were made 
to Sergt. Glenn F. Bruns, Pacific, 
Mo., and Lieut, Lyn Parker Jr., 
Arkansas City, Ark.

Sergt. Bruns is the son of Mrs.

Enlisted Man Downs 4 Planes. 

The best score of the day was 
made by an enlisted man—Machin- 
ist D.’E. Runyon of Waynetown, 
Ind., who started his attacks at 
18,000 feet, where ‘he found an 
enemy dive bomber and went in 


against it with the sun behind him. 
Under his blasting, the dive 
bomber, an Aichi 99, exploded in 
the air. 

Runyon swung back ito the sun 
and got another dive bomber with 
the same sort of maneuver. Two 
others of the Japanese bombers 
promptly left the scene without 
trying to carry through their mis- 
sion. 

Runyon then shot down a Japa- 
nese Zero. Thé Zero came on him 
from above and passed in front of 
him. He nosed over and, his guns 
blazing, blew the Zero. apart. 

Thereafter, Runyon pulled up 
under another dive bomber and 
sent it down in flames. Finally he 
threw a burst into one more Zero 
fighter, which went down smoking 
but leveled off at the water and 
possibly got away. 

Runyon returned to the carrier 
with his Wildcat undamaged. 

Two Pilots Listed as Missing. 

The two pilots listed as missing 
are Ensign D. C. Barnes, who 
made the first contact with the 
enemy force when he shot down 
a Japanese seaplane which was 
serving as an advance scout for 
the enemy dive bomber-Zero force. 
Barnes’ home is in Holland, Tex. 

The other missing pilot is Ensign 
B. W. Reid, New Orleans, about 
whose part in the extraordinary 
air battle no detail was giver.

Enemy Scout Destroyed. 
The Navy gave this account of 
the action: 
“The first contact was made by 
a four-plane section led by Ensign 


Doyle C. Barnes. It caught the 
advance scout of the enemy bomb- 
ers, a twin-float seaplane, and 
Barnes shot it down. 

“In the next few minutes, an- 
other four-plane section led by 
Lieut. A. O. Vorse Jr., out ahead of 
Barnes’ section inclining toward 
two enemy squadrons of 18 dive 
bombers each, was attacked by 
enemy fighters at 8000 feet. The 
Wildcats fought this attack all the 
way up to 20,000 feet, where the 
Japanese gave up the fight. Vorse 
had kept the dive bombers in sight 
and now led his section down after 
them, but Zeros again attacked at 
12,000 feet. 

“Ensign F. R. Register hit one 
Zero and the pilot was seen to 
jump without a parachute. Regis- 
ter pulled back into the fight; 
caught a Messerschmitt 109 in his 
sights and shot it down in flames. 
Lieut. Vorse gave a Zero a burst 
and set it afire. The flames came 
down abaft the cockpit, died down 
and flared up again as the Zero 
went on into the water. Machin- 
ist H, M. Sumrall maneuvered an- 
other Zero into line and shot it 
down. Three Wildcats returned to 
the carrier, but Lieut. Vorse con- 
tinued an individual engagement 
until he ran out of gas. He was 
picked up by a destroyer. 

“Four other Wildcats under En- 
sign G. W. Brooks intercepted 10 
Aichi 99 dive bombers and Mitsu- 
bishi 87 torpedo planes flying close 
to the water about 60 miles from

As we invade North Africa, we 
represent strength,’ Perhaps this 
nation has never up to now truly 
evaluated its own strength. From 
now on we will have cause to re- 
alize that we are one of the world’s 
great powers in fact as well as in 
theory. 
— invasion of North Africa 
demonstrates many principles of 
modern military science. The most 
important of these is the complete 
interdependence in modern war— 
global war—of the thee elements 
of military strength, land power, 
air power, and sea power. : 
During the “theoretical” stage of 
our part in the present war, from 
Dec. 7, 1941, to the present time, 
we have heard from American ex- 
ponents of all three of these forms 
of military: power. The burden of 
their preaching has been that one) 
can “win” with air power, with sea 
power, or with land power — they 
have preached that in war, one of 
these three will be dominant, and 
the other two must be its servants. 


No Service Is Dominant. 

In truth, no one is dominant. 
One of the three may dominate on 
a given day or even for a given 
period of time, in one theater—but 
in the long run, no one of the three 
is dominant. All three are neces- 
sary and essential teammates of 
“global” war. The Germans have 
demonstrated this in most of their 
major operations. So have the Jap- 
anese. And the British. Now it is 
our term to serve as “guinea pig” 
in the laboratory of modern battle. 

Our entry into North Africa 
proved one thing conclusively, and 
that is the complete and utter fail- 
ure of the German U-boat cam- 
paign to control the Atlantic. The 
U-boat has never represented sea 
power—that is, control of sea areas 
but rather raiding power—that is, 
the ability to harry our sea move- 
ments. But the men landed in 
North Africa have now twice faced 
the Atlantic, once on their initial 
overseas voyage to the British 
Isles, a second time on their voy- 
age from the British Isles to North 
Africa. Germany's vaunted U-boats 
have failed to prevent these over- 
seas movements of American mili- 
tary force—the kind of force that 
wins battles and sways wars. 

To be sure, Germany's U-boats 
have accomplished results. Our 
present gasoline rationing, our fuel 
rationing, our coffee rationing—|. 
all are the result of U-boat activ- 
ities off the Atlantic Coast of the 
Americas, the U-boat attack on 
tankers and on coastal shipping. 
But ‘this rationing has had effect 
only on “luxury” consumption— 
not on our war effort. The Ger- 
man U-boat campaign of 1942 has 
failed completely in its efforts to 
impose a bottleneck on our mili- 
tary effort, our military produc- 
tion, our military strength as we 
create a giant military establish- 

ment and apply its force over- 
seas. The U-boat has never 
“closed” the Atlantic, never once 
come anywhere near applying true 
sea power in the Atlantic theater. 
We have continued shipping men 
and goods to the British Isles at 
will. And after we built up a huge 
base in the British Isles, it has 
been possible for United Nations 
sea power to move military force 
from this base, at will, to the pres- 
ent combat spot in North Africa. 


Ships Made Thrust Possible. 

The invasion of North Africa 
Was made possible by ships. The 
way for the invasion was paved 
by air power—0operating from 
ships. The landings were covered 
by gunfire from ships. And the 
maintenance of our armies in 
North Africa is dependent upon 
supplies transported in ships. Sea 
power teams up with air power 
and land power to make this in- 
vasion possible. 

This invasion will simplify the 
epplication of military power upon 
the European continent. Thig in- 
vasion gives us a new base with 
reference to the European conti- 
nent, and makes the problem of a 
further invasion of the continent 
much simpler than when we were 
solely dependent. upon our base in 
the British Isles. . 

This invasion means that. hence- 
forward we shall ship “war ef- 
fort”—men and material—not only 
to the British Isles, but to North 
Africa as well. 

This invasion means, further, ' 
that the United Nations will cer- 
tainly soon regain complete con- 
trol of the Mediterranean—the 
power to ship men and material 
through the Mediterranean from 
East to West, to the Middle East, 


to Egypt, to Southeast Europe.| J 


This control of the Mediterranean 
will make it possible, too, for us 
to strike into the European con- 
tinent at a time and place of our 
own choosing. 

But this invasion, however bril- 
liant it is as a demonstration of 
organizing power and military) 
strength, is not in itself a major 
stroke at the Axis—not a major 
stroke in terms of military effort 
directed at the Axis’ heart.

Read their textbooks and you'll often 
go to sleep, but students didn’t doze over William James’ 
volumes, Almost every great orator I have ever listened to 
has employed this anecdotal formula. Second-rate clergymen 
can quickly step up their effectiveness by following this famous 
recipe for public addresses.

IT WILL BE SEEN from these 
two case histories that the symp- 
toms of cervical rib do not begin 
to manifest themselves, if at all, 
until adolescence. 


Symptoms—when they do occur 
—can be divided into nervous or 
circulatory, depending on whether 
the rib presses on or interferes 
with the action of nerves or blood 
vessels. Among the nervous symp- 
toms are dilated pupil on one side, 
hoarseness due to pressure on the 
laryngeal nerve, sweating of the 
face on one side, numbness, pain 
or paralysis of the arm. 

The circulatory disturbances are 
usually shown by the arm flushing 
and getting painfully congested 
when hanging down or when hard 
‘work is done. Cold weather also 
brings these symptoms on. 

A cervical rib can be removed 
surgically, but usually the symp- 
toms are so slight that the patient 
would rather stand them than 
take the risk.

Ac- 
cording to present figures, there 
will be about 60 per cent as much 
canned salmon for us stay-at- 
homes as we had last year, and 
most of it will be pink salmon. 
So instead of a commonplace of 
everyday, salmon will become a4 
bit of a luxury, something to be 
offered as a treat—as it really 
should be, since canned salmon is 
quite unique among foods in being 
a fine source of the sunshine vita- 
min D. And pink salmon, remem- 
ber, is every bit as high in food 
value: as is red, though not so 
beautiful; so don’t scorn it, but 
take it when you can get it, and 
be thankful. 


Salmon Souffle. 


One-fourth cup butter, one-third 
cup flour, one and one-half tea- 
spoons salt, one eight-ounce tin 
pink salmon, milk, four 
(separated). 


Melt butter, blend in flour and 
salt. Drain salmon, and add to 
the liquid enough milk to make 
two cups. Add to butter and flour 
mixture and cook over direct heat, 
stirring constantly, until sauce 
boils and thickens. Beat egg yolks 
well and slowly stir in the hot 
sauce; cool partially. Flake the 
salmon, removing skin and bones, 
and add to the sauce; then beat 
the egg whites until stiff and fold 
in lightly but thoroughly. Pour 
into an ungreased six-cup casserole 
and bake in a. moderately slow 
oven (325 degrees) for one hour. 
Serve immeditaely when done.
